HUCKSTERS SHOULD
PAY OCCUPATION TAX.

Important Ruling of Assistant Attor-
ney General In Line with Policy

of Other States.

Austin, Texas, Jan. Those en-

gaged Iu the huckstering business in
Texas find themselves face face
with the demand to pay occupation
tax. Assistant Attorney General Brady
has handed down a ruling in which he
says that those engaged In trading

for poultry and other
country produce should pay such a tax.
For year3 it has been maintained that
the huckster works a disadvantage to
merchants the country, hauling
their produce to market and thus pre-
venting from the country com-
ing town trade.

is said that the ruling the at-

torney general, while in harmony with
the law, is also a stroke in the interest

merchants who have a fixed place
of business, and that it will operate
to drive unreliable people and itiner-
ants out the trade.

The ruling Is In line with that of
many other states where those in com-

mercial lines pay an occupation tax.

SOUTHERN COMMERCIAL

CONGRESS MEETING.

Washington, Jan. 7. President Taft
and two of his cabinet, Secretaries
Dickinson and Wilson, v. Ill ive present
at the meeting of the Southern Com-

mercial Congress in Atlanta, March

This meeting will typify the phys

ical recovery of the South. In an In-

terview today G. Grosvemor Dawe,
managing director, said:

"Just fifty jears ago the struggle
between the states was approaching a
head. Consequently this semi-centenni- al

meeting will have unusual signifi-
cance. The proceedings will cover
three days. One whole division of the
meeting will be styled "External
View 3 of the South."

The group of speakers Is of national
weight, Including Secretary of Agricul-

ture Wilscu, George W. Perkins, Ed-

ward Hines, president of the Xational
Lumber Manufacturers' Association;
Samuel McRoberts, vice president Xa-

tional City Bank of Xew York; George
Westinghouse, of Pittsburg; and Ar-

thur M. Harris, of X. W. Harris &

Co., of Boston.
The first night will be devoted to

the subject, "The Solid South of Bus'-nes- s

" spoken to by cna business
leader from each state; the second
night to "Making the Xew South Un-

derstood," closing with a speech by

Colonel Roo3eve!t on "The South's
Obligation In Statesmanship and In

Business Endeavor"; the third night
to "The South's Higher Thought." The
speakers that night will be William
G. McAdoo, Dr. E. A. Alderman (in-

vited), Governor Wocdrow Wilson and
Secretary of War Dickinson.

The final sieech of the meeting will
be by President Taft, his subject being
"A Greater Xatlon Through a Greater
South."

hill will also provide for building a
continuous state highway, using con- -

vict labor in its construction, from the
Hed river to some point on the gulf.
This bill comes as the result of the
good roads movement that is so active
in all parts of the state.

Senator Terrell also has under con-- !

sideration a bill which will provide for
the building of a highway across the
entire state, passing through tlic most
populous sections. The- demand for
such a road comes from two sources,;
that of the farmers and those inter-- !

ested in automobile transportation. .
